Some of these. pro- 
grams will require several years for comple- 
tion. Thus the total outlay will be spread 
out and not be spent entirely in 1926. The 
approximate third of a billion dollars is an 
aggregate, however, that is more likely to be 
added to than subtracted from. It points to 
a demand for and a willingness on the part 
of the people to pay for more and better high- 
ways. We are not approaching but have 
reached a notable social and economie devel- 
opment. 

From horseback to motor car in the span 
of a century testifies to the abundant re- 
sources of an undeveloped country and the 
initiative of the pioneer settlers and suczeed- 
ing generations. The record of this steady 
advancement is linked inseparably with roads. 
History supports a view that people do not 
progress far without the -means of travel and 
communication. There seems to be a direct 
connection between alert and prosperous loeal- 
ities, and states and improved highways. An- 
cient and modern times have known no differ- 
ence on that seore. There has been no better 
summary of the factors involved than that 
given in 1846 by Dr. Horace Bushnell, of 
Hartford, Conn. What he felt and believed 
was this: 

“Tf there is any motion in society, the 
road, which is the symbol of motion, will in- 
dicate the fact. When there is activity, or 
enlargement, or a liberalizing spirit of any 
kind of advancement going on, if new ideas 
are abroad and news hopes are rising, then 
you will see it by the roads that are building. 
Nothing makes an inroad without making a 
road. All creative action, whether in govern- 
ment, industry, thought or ereates 
roads.”’ 

Measured by that standard, the thrill of a 
great era must be in the blood of the nation. 
The ferment that is going on in so many 
spheres of activity, which sometimes appears 
fruitless and uncalled for, may, after all, only 
indicate the beginning of a new, greater and 
salutary growth in most human institutions. 
The shaping of that destiny is a task not to 
be considered lightly by the present. Granted 
‘that roads are a symbol, let us see that they 
are built right, that the people get what they 
pay for, that they are financed economically 
and that routes to be covered are determined

ei SEER Cee Be 
Murder Increasing in U. S. 
(Pasadena Star-News) 

The normal American homicide rate is now 
approximately twice as high as the corre- 
sponding rate for Italy, often referred to as 
the ‘‘classic land of murder.’’ The year 1925 
was the worst this country ever experienced, 
in number of murders. New York decreased 
the number of its homicides. But the rest of 
the country—partieularly the middle west and 
south—brought the figures up to a startling 
new high record. Chicago, of all great cities 
in America, has the greatest number of mur- 
ders. There were 533 homicides there last 
year. 

The proportionate death rate by homicide 
has doubled in twenty-five years in twenty- 
eight of the largest cities of the country. These 
astounding facts and figures come from Dr. 
W. Frederick L. Hoffman, consulting statisti- 
cian for the Prudential Life Insurance Com- 
pany of America. Dr. Hoffman says that post- 
war psychology is not blamabie for the in- 
crease in murders. He urges that drastic steps 
should be taken everywhere to curtail the sale 
and possession of firearms. The sale of dan- 
gerous weapons by mail-order houses should 
be prohibited by federal law, he argues, 

Surely there should be ways and means to 
lower the frightful rate of murdering in this 
country. The ready weapon no doubt contri- 
butes greatly to the number of homicides. De- 
prived of pistol or other deadly weapon, the 
person with homicidal bent is not in position 
to vent his passion for slaying. This nation 
should carry out a disarmament of peace, de- 
priving all dangerous persons of deadly 
weapons.

To make this stir into one and 
a half cupfuls of confectioners’ 
sugar three egg yolks beaten until 
lemon colored, three tablespoon- 
fuls of rich cream and one tea- 
spoonful of vanilla. Have ready 
the pulps of three oranges cut in 
sections free from any skin or 
fibers. Mix with them one cupful 
of shredded coconut chopped, and 
half a cupful of confectioners’ 
sugar. Add this orange and coco- 
nut mixture to the egg frosting 
and spread on the cake.

Something of the growing 


importance of the rabbit indus- 


try to Southern California in 
genéral and In particular to 
Ontario, which ships some- 
thing over 20,000 pounds of 
rabbit flesh ‘to the big mar- 
kets of the Southland weekly, 
was. recited yesterday by B. 
W. Spencer, secretary of the 
Ontario Chamber of  Com- 
meree, in a brief impromptu 
talk before the Ontario Realty 
Board in session at the Hot- 
point Club. 

Mr. Spencer told of the ef- 
forts now being pu forth to 
establish in Ontario, center of 
the activities of the Associated 
Rabbit Breeders of Southern 
California, an experimental 
station under the auspices of 
the United States Department 
of Agriculture. W. A. Han- 
nah, association president, is 
now in Washington, Di C., 
working to that end. Local 
breeders have agreed to-fur- 
nish the stock necessary to 
conduct the station, which will 
be of great value to the indus. 
try in that it will give those 
thus engaged an_ absolute 
checks onthe costs, profits and 
the like. The speaker urged 
the support of the realty board 
in furthering the interests of 
the rabbit breeders. i 

A check of one local bank 
was reported by James R. Aus- 
tin ‘to show that about 62 per 
cent of the realty deals han- 
dled by the institution were 
those of the owners themselves, 
while a little better than 27 per 
cent were handled by board 
members.

Budd Doble. Turfman 

Budd Doble, former manager of} 
the Hemet stock farm, driver of 
Nancy Hanks and Goldsmith Maid 
and champion turfman of his day, 
died at his home in Puente last | 
week. Dobie ieft Hemet about 
eight years ago. He was manager 
of the Hemet Stock Farm when 
that institution was the home of 
the finest horses in California-— 
one of them, Wilbur Lou, being 
the champion yearling trotter of 
the world. 

The name of Budd Doble means 
little to this generation, though 
Budd in his day was the foremost 
trainer and driver of tretting 
kings and queens of the track— 
the foremost of the entire world.

couple of weeks Nancy, under his 
guidance, made it in 2:04 and 
won $364,200 for him. 

And those were world’s records. 

He trained and drove’ three 
champions of the track. And 
that’s a world’s record. 

He lived to see the advance of 
trotters to the time of 1:54%, 
made by “Uhlan,” at Lexington in 
1913, with a running pacemaker. 

All those changes in records 
are not exact degrees of increased 
speed for trotters, for up to 1892 
all such races were made with 
wooden wheeled sulkies. In this 
year the pneumatic tired, ball- 
bearing wheel sulky was introduc- 
ed and it was with one that Budd 
established “Nancy Hanks’” time 
of 2:04, cutting five seconds from 
“Goldsmith Maid’s* previous reé- 
ord. 

Back in 1906, in San Jose, Budd 
had an encounter with a horse 
that went crazy while being har- 
nessed. No one thought he could 
recover from his injuries, but he 
did. And in 1919, he was pro- 
nounced “fatally ill” and his obit- 
uaries were published, but he re- 
covered. 

Budd’s daughter, Mrs. J. F. Mul- 
lender (Rose Doble) has presided 
over his Puente home. Another 
daughter, Mrs. Leroy Matthews, 
lives in Atlantic City. 


Other Days 

In the days long since gone by 
North Ontario and Lordsburg, now 
known as Upland and La Verne, 
had two things in common. Both 
of them had “$100,000.00” hotels. 

They were built in boom days 
when enthusiastic real estate oper- 
ators were going to convert the 
surrounding territories of .sage 
brush and cactus into wonder 
places where the idle rich might 
wander willy nilly. 

‘The hotel erected here occupied 
the block where the Colonial 
Theatre building now stands and 
it was really an attractive place. 
Having lived in that hotel for a 
couple of weeks and listened to 
the stories of the hostelry as re- 
lated by one or two guests, it 
will probably prove of interest to 
News readers of the present day. 

That hotel was equipped with 
excellent furniture of the day and 
age and: each room was equipped 
with a fireplace in which you put 
a newspaper on a winter morn- 
ing and from the heat produced 
kept warm all day long. The ad- 
vertising of those days said it 
was so, but those who tried out 
the idea found that only the warm- 
blooded from Greenland, Iceland

That the idle rich might have 
a place in which to wander up 
and down, wide sidewalks were 
built from the hotel down to the 
Santa Fe depot. The most thrill- 
ing experience of those days was 
the arrival and departure of over- 
land trains. 


Over at Lordsburg a hotel of 
like proportions was built with 
the idea that Lordsburg was the 
greatest town between Los An- 
geles and San Bernardino. The 
hotel here actually had some pat- 
ronage, but the one at Lordsburg 
never had a guest, although it 
was advertised to cost $100,000, 
and actually did cost- $73,000. 
Later the building was sold for 
$10,000 and became a school when 
100 families of Brethren settled 
there. When those who visited 
Lordsburg began to use various 
nicknames for the town, it be- 
came so distasteful to those who 
lived there that they decided to 
change the name to LaVerne. 

Soon after North Ontario began 
to grow folks here didn’t like the 
idea of being the tail of another’s 
kite and so Upland was selected 
as a name. 

This town was famous in those 
days as having one of the best 
baseball ‘teams outside Los An- 
geles city, and many games were 
played here on the grounds south 
of the Santa Fe. Among the play- 
ers were Fred Wilding, Tom An- 
derson, Charley Allen, “Si” Har- 
rington, “Jum’’ Means, Bowden 
brothers. some of whom will be 
remembered by those who have 
resided here for many years. 

The boys had a wonderful team 
and after winning a series of 
games a banquet was given in 
their honor at our Magnolia Villa, 
as the hotel was known. Fred 
Wilding’s father was landlord, and 
in honor of the boys trotted out 
all of the expensive silverware, 
table linens, etc., that the hos- 
telry possessed. It was a wonder- 
ful night, and if you can persuade 
some of our old-timers to tell you 
about events of those days you 
will have an interesting evening. 

Soon after Upland began to 
grow the block occupied by the 
Magnolia Villa was the first sub- 
division, lots selling from $100 to 
$250. The chap that paid $250 
for the corner where Charley 
Puckett’s Ford garage stands was 
declared by many» to be unbalanc- 
ed and destined to financial bank- 
ruptcy if he kept on at his pres- 
ent pace. Later Leonard Puehler 
bought the lot at a higher price 
and the first man was put down 
as a success, but there was doubt

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
Upland do ordain as follows: 
SECTION 1. For the purpose of this 
ordinance, certain terms used herein 
are defined as follows: 
ADVERTISING STRUCTURE, The 
term “Advertising Structure” as used
